It was 
pointed out that Chester C. Davis was about 
to resign as food administrator, a Job which 
became too hot for Secretary WIckard seven 
months previously. ■ 

Now that Davis has stepped out of the 
picture and a successor has been appointed. 
" It makes three diderent lood administrators 
within that brief period. And it again raises 
the question whether the trouble Is with 
the administrators' Job, or If conflicts among 
poUcy-makera have not made efficient ad- 
ministration Impossible. 

Davis, It will be recalled, complained that 
he was given all the responsibility with prac- 
tically no authority. What was needed, he 
argued, was an administrator In complete 
charge of the food program, unhampered by 
bureaus working at croa purposes. 
- While In Twin Falls recently. Sen. D. Worth 
Clark shed further light on the rapid turn- 
over In management of the food program. 

"It's a mess," said the Idaho senator. "I 
think one man should be appointed at the 
head of all food handling agencies, and I 
think Chester Davis is the man for the Job." 

That from a Democratic senator with first- 
hand Information on what Is going on in 
Washington. 

From all Indications, Mr. Davis is a highly 
capable individual thoroughly competent to 
work out the nation's food problems If given 
full rein. But like all big men. he undoubted- 
ly has a mind of- his own which he bus used 
to good advantage In achieving success and 
recognition. Men like Davis are not accustom- 
ed to working with their hands tied. When 
there's a Job to be done they go about It In 
B huslness'llke manner. 

Lesser Individuals are more likely to maka 
good "yes-men" who for the sake of position 
and personal security are willing to lot others 
do their thhiklng for them.

It Is also possible 
thr9i]ghUie.varlous lUcs and pubUci' 
tlons of the A. M. A„ for a doctor In 
one community lo recommend one 
physician or several . hi another 
community.
